THE ' WATER RESERVE" TEST CASE 


DECISION IN FULL. 


General Land Commissioner Carter Gives 


an Exhaustive Opinion on the Johnson- 
Crawford Case. 
The Local Land Office 


Decision is Sustained in Every Particular. 


October 1'Jtli the* Milwaukee Jour- 


nal published the news from Washing- 
ton that Commissioner Carter had de- 
cided thu famous "water reserve" test 
case in favoi of the settler. The de- 
cision was not promulgated unt.il Nov. 
2, and has been printed in but one pa 
per, The Wnusmi Central. As the de- 
sire to see how the general land ollice 
would view Kejjisler Sanders' judgment 
of tho case - is 
not 
confined 
to 


those 
pnrticulavly interested, but is 


shared by all residents of this county, 
we print below the decision in f u l l . It 
is addressed to tho local laud ollice 
and says: 


This case involves the St of SK'/l of 


Section B2, Township 37 north, Knnqc 
',) east. 


This defendant made his homestead 


entry nt your oilice December 20, 
1890, for the above described land. 


January 3, 1891, this contestant pre- 


sented nt your oiliee an application to 
mrike boniustead entry for the same 
lands, which was refused, by yon on 
thu ground that the- land had 
been 


segregated by defendant's entry. 


This 
plamtiu", on the same day be 


iiled his said application, filed wilh 
you thu proper papers and allidavits 
and tendered to you the proper fens; 
one of Enid affidavits stated that he 
entered said land as a Bet-tier on the 
201 h day of December, 1890, at two 
minutes past twelve o'clock, a- in., and 
commenced the erection of a house. , 


February 1U, 1801, you ordered a 


hearing to determine the rights nf the 
respective pnrties, returnable on the 
16lh of March, 1S91. 


On said last mentioned day the par- 


ties appeared before you in person and 
with their attorneys, and the defend- 
ant objected to the jurisdiction of your 
office, for the reason that it had" nov 
authority to order a hearing in this 
mutter, that the ailidavit purporting to 
be signed by John Johnson has never 
been sworn to before any oflicer nu- 
thorixnd to administer an oath, and 
for the further reason that the settler 
has not shown himself to bo entitled 
to a government homestead. 


This objection was over-ruled by 


you, and the evidence was introduced 
by both parties. 


Alarch 23, 1891, you rendered your 


joint decision in favor of plaintiff and 
recommending the cancellation o( de- 
fendant's entry. 


A copy of said decision was duly 


served upon the defendant's attorney 
on the day it was rendered. And April 
8, 1891, this defendant appealed to this 
oflice, notice of which was given 
to 


plaintiffs attorneys. 


Defendant's objection made at ihe 


time of appearance before you, was 
properly over-ruled. The register and 
receiver have jurisdiction to hear and 
JKIKS 
upon all cases of 
conflicting 


claims, where no certilicate has been 
issued. 
The aflidavit referred to in 


defendant's objection was executed by 
a person signing himself a Deputy 
Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Oneida 


county, Wis., and the seal of said court 
wns allixed. Tho plaintifi showed, by 
his several affidavits, and his declara- 
tion of intention to become a. citizen 
of tho United States, that 
he was a 


qualified person to make a homestead 
entry. 


The evidence in the case shows that 


defendant was one of several hundred 
persons who presented themselves al 
your oflice on the cay when ibis land 
was opened to entry, and about three 
o'clock p. m. be presented his papers 
and paid the fees to you, and his entry 
was then made, of record. Nothing 
further appears to have been done by 
the defendant, except to go to (be Saiil 
hind and cut some logs and commence 
to build a house. 


The evidence further shows (hat the 


plaintiff went upon the land on Decem- 
ber £0, 18'JO, at juat two minutes past 
twelve o'clock, midnight, of Dccembci 
19, 1890, and commenced to out logs 
for a house; that he continued snid 
work until Monday night, December 
22, and on December 2-i, 181)0, he re- 
moved his family, consisting of 
wife 


and three children, to said land, and 
has resided there since that lime; that 
be has cleared about one acre of land 
nnd built a barn iii>on paid land; that 
his 
house is nbont 14x10 feet in si/e 


and his barn nbont 12x12 feet; ibat 
said house is u comfoitnblo one with 
one door and two windows, with board 
roof and board lloor. 


The only fjnestion in this case is that 


of priority of right. 


These lands were resiorod to entry 


by the act of Congress approved June 
20, 1890, which took effect December 
20, 1890, and it was therein jnovidcd 
that the lands thereby restored should 
be subject to homestead entry only, 
and "that no rights of any kind shall 
attach by reason of settlement, or 
squatting urx.n any "of the lamta * * * 
* •* * before the day on which such 
lands shall bo subject to homestead 
entry at the Severn! land offices, and 
until said lands are offered for settle- 
ment no person shall enter upon and 
occupy the same," etc. 


The contention of the plaintiff ig, 


that the time at which tho said land 
was thrown open to settlement, by the 
terms of said act was twelve o'clock at 
midnight of Dccmber 19, 1890, nnd 
the defendant 
maintains that the 


reasonable construction to be given to 
said act is that settlement nnd entry 
.were to be simultaneous, and the time 
wns the hour of nine o'clock of tho 20lh 
day of December, ].S!)0, the time whun 
the doors of your oflice are required to 
be open. 


ll is also contended that the land 


was not subject to settlement, by any 
claimant until after such claimant had 
first made entry thereof al the local 
oflice. 


Under the pre-emption law a settler 


upon o He red land has thirty days after 
he becomes a settler on the "land in 
which to place his lilling on record; 
ami, 
if the land settled upon is un- 


otiered ho has three months after set- 
llement in which to make liling. 


Uy act of May 11, 1880, (21 Stats. 


144), it wns provided— 


"That any settler who has settled, 


or who sluill hercafler settle, on any of 
the public lands of the United States, 
whether surveyed or unsnrveyed, with 
the intention of claiming the same un- 
der the homestead laws] shall l>e al- 
lowed the same time to file his home- 
stead 
application and perfect bis 


original entry in the United States 
Land Ollice, as is now allowed to 
settlers under the pre-emption laws to 
put their claims on record and bis 
right shall relate- buck to date of .-:et- 
ilement Hie same as if ho settled under 
ihe pre-emption 1-iws." 


The provision of the statute last 


mentioned is general and applied to all 
public lands of the United Stales un- 
less clearly 
cxoepted therefrom bv 


special act. 
It cannot- bo contended 


that the ucL of J u n e 20, 1SOO, in ex- 
proas terms, executed the land in qucs- 
lon from the operation of tho above 
provision of act of May 14, 1890; and, 
Congress lmvii£ provided in tho act 
opening the lands in question to set- 
tlement, "That no rights of anv kind 
shall attach by reason of settlement, 
or squalling 
upon any of the lands 


before the day on which such lands 
.shall be subject to home-stead entry," 
it certainly may 
be fairly 
i in piled 


that on and 
after- said day- the lands 


involved would ho subject to the rights 
of such settlers. 
If settlement, as in- 


dicated, was not contemplated by the 
aet, Ihe penally or fon'eituro clause 
flaccd therein against-settlement made 
prior to the day on which the lands 
were sublect to entry, would be wholly 
unnecessary. The land, therefore, be- 
ing properly subject to entry on De- 
cember 20, 1SOOJ the fnrthoi- question 
arisLf as to the exact moment of said 
day on which tho same was first open 
to such settlement. In order to facili- 
tate the propot conduct of business be- 
fore the local land oflice throughout 
the country, certain hours of each day 
(usually from 9 A. si. to 4 p. M.) have 
been set. apart during which the re- 
spective offices are open for the trans- 
action of business. The period of the 
day during which the local offices are 
thus open for the transaction of busi- 
iififs lias come to be regarded as the 
business or 
official day 
by parties 


transuding business before the 
office 


and an entry, of couivc, could only 
properly be placed of record in the 
local oflice during the limo such 
office 


was open for business. 


Notwithstanding this, however, ac- 


tual settlement, followed by residence 
and improvement, has always been 
held lo confer a right of homestead 
which attaches from moment of settle- 
ment, even thongh such settlement 
may have been made at an hour when 
the local oflice was not open for the 
transaction of business or reception of 
applicdons to enter. And this is true 
even though such settlement may have 
been made at an unusually early hour 
or in tho night time. This being the 
ordinary rule, and, under the cir- 
cumstances of this case, \ am inclined 
lothe opinion, that when Congress 
provided that the land in in question 
should not be opened to .settlement be- 
fore the "day" 
on which such lauds 


should be subject to homestead entry, 
il meant the usual calendar day of 
twenty-four hours. 


Blackstone 
says: 
Generally, in 


legal signification, the term (day) in- 
cludes the time elapsing from one mid- 
night to tliujsuccecding one. 
('2 Black- 


stone Comm. I'll). 


But even concluding by way 
of 


argument that 
the land involved in! 


this case was not subject, to settlement 
until i) o'clock A. .M. on December 20. 
1890, 1 urn unable to sec in what way 
such concession would benefit the de- 
fendant herein. 
The evidence shows 


that said defendant's application to 
enter tho land in question was not l>re- 
scnted lo the local officers until aUmt 
Ii o'clock I-. M. on said day, which was 
several hours subsequent to the time 
when Johnson's settlement, rights at- 
tached to the land, even givuitflig that 
such rights could not legally allach 
thereto until the local office wns open- 
ed for the purpose; of receiving entries. 
I am, therefore, of opinion that in the 
light of all the circumstances of this 
case, Johnson, by reason of his settle- 
ment made upon the land at ft time 
when the .same was subject to such 
settlement, thereby acquired a right to 
the hind in controverst, which is prior 
and superior to that 
of C.-awi'ord 


under his entry. 


Crawford's homestead entry, accord- 


ingly, is held for cancellation, and in 
case this decision 
becomes final his 


entry will be canceled and Johnson's 
application allowed to go of record. 


Notify all parties in interest of this 


decision and Crawford of his right to 
appeal therefrom.
